Thoughts of past wars and 
thoughts of future wars united 
hundreds of people in tears at the 
Chaffey coliseum yesterday at 
the climax of the impressive, 
heart-appealing pageant. 

At white crosses over which had 
been placed wreaths of red roses, 
more than 500 school children 
stood at attention during the chor- 
al recitation of “In Flanders 
Field.’ Then the brightly decor- 
ated youths knelt. for the prayer 
delivered by Hershel R. Griffin, in 
which he appealed for guidance in 
keeping this country from ever in- 
vading a foreign land. 

As the result of the conflict that 
ended 19 years ago, there is in 
France a Flanders field marked by 
rows and rows of white crosses. 
Yesterday's pageant depicted that 
field. At each cross was a boy or 
a girl. In them, gold star moth- 
ers saw their sons. In them, par- 
ents of sons eligible for war, pic- 
tured the fate that might come to 
them. The silence that followed 
way broken by the sounding of a 
trumpet. Then Archie L. Moore, 
bass, sang “The Phantom Legion.” 
Soon the little school youths 
marched out, leaving the field of 
white crosses, capped by the red 
flowers, 

Looking out onto this field, the 
crowd arose to the singing of 
America. 

That was the end of one of the 
most impressive, spectacular peace 
dramas ever It ended 
the district‘s Armistica day par- 
ade. 
The Chaffey athletic field had 
been transformed into the appear- 
ance of a veteran's cemetery. The

meeting held in Los Angeles Wed- 
nesday. 

Cc. C. Teague wae re - elected 
president of the Exchange by 
unanimous vote of the directors, 
and thus begins his eighteenth 
year as head of this forty-five 
year old cooperative marketing 
organization. 

Exchange shipments reached a 
total of 53,771 carloads, including 
the equivalent of 6,202 cars as 
loose fruit and 47,569 cars of 
packed fruit, which was 79.6 per 
cent of the total and the largest 
percentage of the crop ever mar- 
keted through the Exchange. 


| Packed fruit consisted of 33,205 
(cays of Oranges, 1,340 


cars of 
grapefruit and 13,024 cars of lem- 
‘ons, 

The f. o. b. return to Exchange 
shippers reached $82,564,229, on- 
ly 2.7 per cent less money than 
the previous season for 23.7 per 
cent less fruit, 

“Grower returns varied widely, 
depending upon extent of individ- 
ual damage, and even those who 
eaved their crops through or- 
chard heating spent a substantial 
part of its value in doing so,” 
gaid Anmstrong, who estimates 
that fuel and labor for frost pro- 
tection cost the growers $6,000,-

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Liquor Regulation Sorely Needed 


At the first annual convention of the United Brewers In- 
dustrial Foundation in Pittsburgh there was adopted a code 
of practice that includes—among other statements—the follow- 
ing 


‘“‘We pledge ourselves, with all thoughtful citizens, to 
the promotion of practical moderation and sobriety. 

“We pledge our support to the duly constituted author- 
ities for the elimination of anti-social conditions wherever 
they may surround the sale of beer to the consumer.’’ . 

Commenting on these most very laudable pledges, the San 
Bernardino Sun says: 

“There is plenty. of room for efforts in such a direc- 
tion. There is crying need in California, at least, for the 
‘promotion of practical moderation and sobriety’ and there 
are plenty of places where beer and liquor are sold under , 
‘anti-social conditions.’ : 

“We are not so optimistic as to believe that the brew- 
ers and the forces. of temperance will sit down and at- 
tempt to work out a correction of the wide-open conditions 
that exist in this state. 

“The forces of temperance will present a program to 
the people at the 1938 election. The 1934 and 1936 efforts 
failed because of the insistence upon the term local option, 
long associated in the public mind with prohibition. Per- 
haps the term ‘local control’ could attract more support. 

‘Mhe erying need in California is for the sale of liquor 
to be forced into the hands of exclusive liquor dealers so 
that there can be adequate enforcement. The individual 
community should determine when, where and if liquor is 
to be sold. 

‘‘Mhe majority of the people of California are not for 
prohibition, but we believe all sensible people are for rea- 
sonable regulation that would promote ‘moderation and 
sobriety’ and which would secure ‘elimination of anti- 
social conditions’, to use the term of the brewers founda- 
tion. 

“Tf the brewers foundation is actually in sympathy 
with a campaign seeking moderation and sobriety it will 
require its California members to cease their activities op- 
posing the transfer of control of liquor from the state to 
the local community. Every city and every village should 
have the power to determine whether or not it desires 
liquor to be sold within its confines and, if it is sold, to 
limit the number of places where it is sold and adopt such 
other regulations as the citizens desire. Under the pres- 
ent constitutional provision there is no limit on the num- 
ber of liquor establishments (saloons is the better if not 
the legal word) and adequate enforcement of the stand- 
ards of decency are not possible, even if there was an ade- 
quate legal description of what is decency in a barroom, 
which there is not.”’ g 

While it may possibly be true ‘‘the majority of the people 
of California are not for prohibition,’’ as The Sun states, a 
great many of them are, and the number is growing greater 
day by day. The continued flagrant abuse and disregard of 
laws regulating the liquor business will bring back prohibition 
sooner than many anticipate if such eonditions continue—and 
they are getting worse instead of better as the number of places 
at which liquors are sold increases. While there was not 100 
per cent enforcement of the prohibition laws, conditions were 
go much better then than now that it by no means takes a keen 
observer to see the difference. The present younger generation 
is developing a vast number of drinkers who will grow into 
‘old soaks’’ so numerous in pre-prohibition days. The pity of 
it is that the young grow into habitual drinkers and drupards 
before they realize the debasing habit has a grip on then¥ from 
which they cannot release themselves. :

AID 1S SOUGHT 


Unemployment Cards Will Be 
Distributed Nov. 16 to 
All in District 








unemployed and partially unem- 
ployed in the Upland district is 
sought in the jobless census to be 
conducted here and throughout the 
nation from Nov. 16 to 20. 


On Nov. 16, city letter carriers 
and rural carriers of Upland, Alta 
Loma, Cucamonga and Etiwanda 
will distribute unemployment re- 
port cards to every dwelling, room- 
ing house, hotel, mission and 
transient shelter in an effort to 
obtain an accurate census of un- 
employment in this district. 

Employed persons are to ignore 
the cards. Unemployed or par- 
tially unemployed persons are to 
fill out the cards and put them in 
a mail box by Nov. 20. 


Postmaster Orton P. Brady em- 
phasized that the only purpose of 
the survey is to obtain an idea of 
the number of jobless. Filling out 
of the card is not an application 
for work or a_ registration for 
work but merely a report on 
whether or not a person is em- 
ployed, Mr. Brady declared. 

On the back of each card is 
printed a message from President 
Roosevelt. It reads: 

“To every worker: If you are 
unemployed or partly unemployed 
and are able to work and are seek- 
ing work, please fill out this report 
card right away and mail it before 
midnight Saturday, Nov. 20. No 
postage stamp is needed. 

“The Congress directed me _ to 
take this census. It is important 
to the unemployed and to everyone 
in this land that the census be 
complete, honest and accurate. If 
you give me the facts I shall try 
to use them for the benefit of all 
who need and want. work and do 
not now have it.” ; 

The census is designed to include 
only the following workers:

History of Power 
House Is Related 
To Heights League 


“While we can say no one 
knows what electricity is, several 
characteristics are known: it is 
invisible, has no weight, is aiso- 
lutely non-compressible, can pro- 
duce light and heat, and is used 
in chemistry to produce decom- 
position,” said Francis I. Page 
in his talk on his experience as 
electrical engineer in San Antunmio 
canyon, when he appeared as 
speaker at the San Antonio 
Heights Community League meet- 
ing at the Eighteenth street 
school last evening. Mr. Page 
told of gcing to work in the can- 
yon in 1904 as assistant engineer 
when the: power ‘house had two 
160 H: P. dynamos and two 20 
H. P.' dynamos, 

This power house was the first 
plant ever built for long distance 
transmission, the line extending 
to Pomona and San Bernardino, 
and it wag so much an experi- 
ment that the company had dif- 
ficulty in getting the machine 
companies to build the machines 
as large as needed. The West- 
inghouse Co. at last consented 
to do the work. 

This plant in San Antonio can- 
yon was considered by scientists 
and electrical engineers from all 
over the world to be the greatest 
step forward in electrical engi- 
neering that had ever been made 
and was deemed of such world 
wide importance that a working 
model was made and exhibited at 
the St. Louis World’s fair, the 
speaker related. 

Mr. Page has just completed 
42 years service as electrical en- 
gineer, and the force in the Po- 
mona station made his last day 
in service pleasant with a picnic 
luncheon, with several Los Ange- 
les officials present.

| Births in County in 
Big Increase; Gain 
In State Reported 


Births in San Bernardino county 
during the last six months were 
| 1.281 or 20 per cent more than in 
the corresponding period of 1936, 
it was reported today as figures 
compiled from all over the state 
revealed a big increase in the num- 
ber of California babies. Dr. Wal- 
ter M. Dickie, state director of 
public health, made the report on 
' the birth figures. 

For the state at large, the num- 
ber of births recorded during the 
\ first six months of 1937 was 44,313, 
‘an increase of 4,282 over the total 
for the same period last year, Dr. 
Dickie said. 

Only mountain counties and 
some rural districts failed to reg- 
ister gains in the number of births 
during the first half of the current 
year, he said. Cities which are in- 
dustrial reported the biggest gains, 
the town of Bell, near Los An- 
‘geles recording 333 births as com- 
| pared with 288 in the finst six 
months of last year. 

Largest increases logically were 
in the largest cities, Los Angeles, 
Oakland, San Francisco, San 
Diego, Sacramento and Long 
Beach heading the list, 


Beverly Hills, home of the movie 
stars, did not report a_ single 
i birth during the first six months 
| of 1987. Last year in that period 
two births were reported. Dr. 
Dickie explained that births prob- 
| ably occur in hospitals outside 
Beverly Hills, ‘and these are re- 
est from the community 
= the hospital is located. 











The white race led in the num- 
ber and percentage of births. Dur- 
ing the first six months‘of the 
year, 79.9 per cent of all births 
were among members of the white 
race. White and Negro races 
showed slight gains over last year, 
but Chinese, Japanese, Indian and 
Mexican birth rates decreased, Dr. 
Dickie said.

Aid Given Accident : 


ic by Trained 
Workers 





First aid cannot prevent an 
automobile accident, but when 
propeftly applied it can and does 
do much to reduce the suffering 
of persons injured in crashes. 
Much praise is due the American 
Red Cross for their efforts in es: 
tablishing firt aid stations ‘at 
convenient points along the na- 
tion’s highways, including Foot- 
hill boulevard. 

One who has made an exten- 
sive study of both causes and 
results of’ autoniobile accidents 
and is well aware of the need for 
the type of service performed by 
the Red Cross points cut that a 
steadily mounting percentage of 
traffic fatalities occur in rural 
digtricts, or in smaller towns 
where prompt medical treatment 

and ambulance service are not 
always to he had.’ 

Far too often, well meaning 
passersby attempt to remove 4 
crash victim but because of their 
inexperience succeed only in add- 
ing to the seriousness of the in- 
jured person’s condition. On the 
other hand, trained first aiders 
which man the Red Cross sta- 
tions are in a position to give in- 
jured persons proper care until 
more extensive medical or sur- 
gical aid can be had. Personnel 
at these stations have been train- 
ed iby the Red Cross in all first 
aid measures. 

Thousands of first aid stations 
have been established, several of 
which are on Foothill boulevard. 
These are being added to as rap- 
idly as possible. Virtually every 
state now has at least a few first 
aid bases. They are located at 
service stations, tourist camps, 
police stations, and other pointe 
in close proximity to the high-
